ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT OF ACTIVITIES AND OPERATIONS 

OF TNC'S WITHIN FRAMEWORK SET BY GOVTS, INCLUDING POSITIVE 

AND NEGATIVE IMPACTS." FRANCE ADDED CORRIGENDUM. IN 

DISCUSSION, NUMBER OF DELS, INCLUDING GUINEA, MEXICO, PERU, 

TUNISIA, UGANDA AND USSR, BELIEVED PAPER DEFINED AREAS WHICH 
WERE OF CONCERN TO TNC'S RATHER THAN TO GOVTS, DID NOT COVER AREAS 
OF LEGITIMATE CONCERN, AND WENT BEYOND COMMISSION'S MANDATE 
AS SET OUT BY ECOSOC. ONE REP CONTENDED DEVELOPED COUNTRY 
PAPER HAD BEEN DRAFTED IN "COLONIAL STYLE." SPONSORS OF 
PAPER POINTED OUT IT WAS DIFFICULT TO CONSIDER PROBLEMS

UKDEL MADE CLOSING STATEMENT IN SUBCOMITE MARCH 27 ON 
QUESTION OF BERMUDA, AND REPS OF CHILE, SYRIA AND INDONESIA 
EXPRESSED VIEWS ON GILBERT AND ELLICE ISLANDS, PITCAIRN AND 
SOLOMON ISLANDS. 

RICHARDSON (UK) TOLD SUBCOMITE BERMUDA GOVT WAS MAKING GREAT 
EFFORT TO INCREASE EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES, BUT BELIEVED IT CHEAPER 
AND MORE EFFECTIVE TO SEND TEACHERS ABROAD FOR TRAINING. HE 
REPLIED TO QUESTION RAISED ABOUT EXPATRIATE VOTE, AND POINTED 
OUT WAY IN WHICH COMMONWEALTH CITIZENS VOTED COULD NOT AFFECT 
RESULTS IN MORE THAN TINY HANDFUL OF CONSTITUENCIES. HMG 
RESPECTED BERMUDA GOVT’S POSITION IT DID NOT WANT INDEPENDENCE 
AT PRESENCE, HE SAID, ADDING THAT BERMUDA GOVT FELT IN 
PAST THAT COMITE OF 24 "SOMETIMES INCLUNED TOO MUCH TOWARD ONE 
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SIDE OF ARGUMENT RATHER THAN OTHER. AND THAT IT HAS TENDED TO DWELL 

ON WHAT PEOPLE OUGHT TO THINK RATHER THAN WHAT THEY DID THINK." 

HOLGER (CHILE) WELCOMED RECENT POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS IN GILBERT 
AND ELLICE ISLANDS, SAID ECONOMIC SITUATION IN ALL THREE 
TERRITORIES NOT EXTREMELY DANGEROUS BUT ECONOMY 
NEEDED DIVERSIFICATION, AND THOUGHT QUESTION OF SEPARATION 
OF OCEAN ISLAND COULD BE SOLVED THROUGH GOOD WILL OF ALL 
PARTIES CONCERNED. IF PEOPLE OF PITCAIRN DECIDED TO STAY 
THERE "WE SHOULD PROVIDE THEM WITH NECESSARY AID," HE 
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CONCLUDED. AL-MASRI (SYRIA) SPOKE OF ECONOMIC DISADVANTAGES. 

LIMITED RESOURCES. LACK OF TRANSPORTATION AND COMMUNICATION, AND 
CALLED FOR SPECIAL ATTENTION TO CREATING SUITABLE CONDITIONS

SOVEREIGN ENTITIES, AND HE HOPED PEOPLE OF GILBERT AND ELLICE ISLANDS 
WOULD SERIOUSLY CONSIDER ADVANTAGES OF MEMBERSHIP IN LARGER GROUP. H
